SLAUGHTERED IN COLD BLOOD. 

Not one wounded was found alive on the 
field the day succeeding the battle. Women 
and girls of the tenderest age were violated 
and many killed. Farms iu the vicinity and 
their inbabitants shared the common fate with 
the town. Every day six, eightor ten mur- 
ders are committed, whil:the bodies: of the 
victims are allowed to remain unburied until 
their removal becomes a matter of neces- 
sity. : 

Arica suffared even more seriously than 
Tacna. All the houses are either totally or 
partially destroyed. Outof 1,800 defenders 
only 600 survive. Those of the 1,200 who did 
not fall in the fight were 

SUBSEQUENTLY MASSACRED 
in cold blood. It is an authenticated fact that 
forty-nine soldiers who had thrown away 
their arms and taken refuge in the United 
States Commercial Agency, over which the 
flag was flying, were taken out and butchered 
in the street.

LONDON, August 4.—Gladstone is improv- 
ing. The lung congestion has ceased and he 
is free from fever. 

A LOCK-OUT. 

There isa lock-out of 2,400 eotton opera- 
tives at Rochedale. The weavers demand an 
increase of wages. 

TROOPS FOR INDIA. 

Gen. Roberts’ force for Candahar starts 
Sunday. It includes three British iufantry 
regiments and one cavalry. The new brigade 
formed in Bengal which will consist of one 
regiment of British infantry and two regi- 
ments of natives bas been sent from Bombay 
to Southern Afghanistan. 

BURROWS’ LOSS, 

Of the fifty-three officers of General Bur- 
rows’ force twenty-one are killed or missing, 
eight wounded and escaped and twelve ar- 
rived at Candahar unhurt. This leaves twelve 
unaccounted for, and it may, therefore, be 
presumed that, though nominally attached to 
General Burrows’ brigade, they did not ac- 
company him. 

BURROWS BLAMED,

PARLIAMENT. 


The vote by which the Compensation for 
Disturbance in Ireland bill was defeated in 
the House of Lords was not reached until 
1:30 this morning. The galleries were dense- 
iv crowded, and the announcement of the 
immense majority against the bill was greeted 
with loud cheers. Glandstone was informed 
of the defeat of the bill at 2:30. 

PARNELL. 

In the House of Commons to-morrow, Par- 
nell will ask the Chief Secretary for Ireland 
w hetber, in view of the rejection of the com- 
pensation bill, he proposes to employ the 
constabulary and military forces for the pur- 
pose of assisting in the eviction of tenants 
who can be proved to be unable to pay their 
rents owing to recent distress in Ireland. 

FROM BOMBAY. 

A Bombay correspondent telegraphs that 
the retirement of the British forces from 
Cabul will follow the departure of Gen. 
Roberts with hiscommand for Candahar. It 
is not considered expedient to prolong the 
occupation in the face of the heavy expendi- 
ture and possible fresh complications. 

GLADSTONE WEAK. 

At 2:30 this p. m. Gladstone had maintained 
his improvement, but since the subsidence of 
the fever is very weak. 


Franee. 

PARIS. August 4.— The defeat of the Re- 
sctionaries in the elections for Councils- 
General is crushing. The Irreconcilables 
were also defeated at Lyons, Toulouse, Lille, 
Besancon and other large towns which they 
contested. They won a seat at Bourges. 
Gen. Chausey and several other Moderates are 
supplanted by advanced Republicans. 

Le Temps says: ‘‘If the Bonapartists were 
ignominſously defeated the Clericals were 
even worse treated. The distinguishing char- 
acter of the elections was that the anti-Clerical 
attempt to move the constituencies by repre- 
senting the religious decrees asan attack on 
liberty signally failed. 

COMMUNISTS. 

One hundred ard two amnestied commun- 
ists arrived from Brest yesterday. One hun- 
dred policemen were at the railway station, 
but searcely 250 persons had assembled to 
greet the communists. Henri Rochefort was 
present. Twenty-four other communists ar- 
rived later in the day.

ABDUCTION. 


A Mother’s Scheme to Obtain Her Four 
Children. 

[uttalo (N. ¥.) Special to Chicago Tribune. } 

The facts in a startling case of abduction 
have just come to light in this city. The facts 
are about as follows: About haif-past seven 
lost evening screams of women and children 
caused a wood deal of excitement in the Vivia- 
itv of Pierze’s Palace Hotel, and those who 
rusbed out of doors to ascertain the cause of 
this alarm saw four children hustied into a 
coupe by a woman at the corner of Prospect 
and Porter avenues, and the conveyance rap- 
idly driven off, while in the yard of the Acad- 
em of the Holy Angels, close by, the pupils 
andthe Gray Nuns in charge seemed to be 
seriously disturbed. It was soon learned that 
the children had been abducted, and that this 
was but another chapter In a Western divorce 
case. The particulars of the whole affair 
from the beginning down to the last act, as 
far as could be ascertained, are substantially 
as follows: 

Abouta year ago Mr. M. J. Cahill, editor of 
the Chicago Dilot, placed his foar daughters, 
May, Caddy, Clara, and Maud, aged respect- 
ively eleven, nine, seven and five yearss, in 
charge of the Gray Nuns, with instructions to 
carefully guard and protect them, and to 
give good attention totheir education. He 
did not conceal the fact that he was led to do 
this because he was unable to live with his 
wife, and was about to be divorced from her. 
Last evening shortly after 7 o’clock aplainly- 
dressed lady entered the office of the Palace 
Hote! and asked the clerk, Mr. Henry Rosier, 
to provide her witha carriage, as she was 
about to remove her children from the 
Academy of the Holy Angels. In accawdance 
with her request Mr. Rosier directed one of 
the attendants to calla coupe. When the 
conveyance was brought tothe door of the 
hotel ihe lady directed the driver 
to have it in waiting for ber on the corner of 
Prospect and Porter avenues, and she would 
walk down totbe-Academv. What followed 
is best told by Sister St. Stephen, who says 
that, while sitting in an arbor on the spacious 
srounds attached to the school, watching the 
pupils at play, she was suddenly confronted 
by a woman, who, pointing out Cahiil’s chil- 
Aren, said she was their mother and proposed 
to tahe them away. Kuowing the circum. 
stances under which they had been placed at 
the academy, the Sister quickly realized that 
this Was to be un abductivo, and undertook to 
prevent the consummation of her visitor's 
purpose. The woman then coolly drew a re- 
volver from her dress-pocket and threatened 
to deal ina summary manner with anv one 
who interfered with her. In other words, she 
raid she would shoot, and this created a panic 
“mony the pupils, who hastilv scampered out 
of harm’s way, except Nay. Caddy, Clara and 
Maud Cabill, who seemed willing enough to 
he the orders of their mother to go with her. 
Keeping Sister St. Stephen covered with her 
revoeiver, Mr. Cabill beat a hvely retreat to 
ihe stet With her'littie ones, and, reaching 
the coupe, burried thein into it, coviu berself 
nud quietiy they were driven away. 

All this occupied but s very few moments, 
sndthey were gone before any one could give 
pursuitor get on their track. The police 
woie promptiv notitied, and depots were 
closcly watched, but notrace of the fugitives 
was obtained. The driver of tbe coupe says 
tiat Mrs. Cabili—for it was undoubtedly the 
mother of tbe children—ordered him to drive 
direct to Miller's stable on Pearl street. On 
reaching there she was met by a young man 
ho appeared to be waiting for her. They 
had a brief conversation, after which she in- 
quired wbat the charges were, and paid Mr. 
Westbrook. She then asked bim to step into 
thebarnandtosay to Mr. Miller that she 
wanted to see him. He went in, and, though 
abeent but a moment, when he came out his 
carriage was empty—man, woman aud child- 
ren had disappeared as effectually as though 
the cround bad opened and swallowed them. 


Ihe potice were busy all the day investigating 


the euse; but, though it was learned that Mrs. 
Cabill was in the city this morning, the child- 
ren could not be found. Itis supposed that 
her male accomplice escaped into Canada 
withtbem. ‘The coupe-driver says that the 
lady tiied once or twice before to effect the 
capture of her children, but without success 
until last evening.

A Society for the Kncouragement of 
Lager Drinking.

The free ice water fountain of the society 
that encourages moderation in drinking ev- 
erything butice water has a dangerous rival. 
It is in the guise of what the gilt letters on 
the window of adown town saloon calls a 
vine room and spa.“ The peculiarity of 
this saloon is also proclaimed by letters on 
the window. They are not gilt letters, but 
are of variegated colors, artistically painted 
ona big canvas tbat forms a shade for the 
upper half of the window. The big sign 


reads: 
FREE LAGER! 
As a novelty in advertising, 
and by order of 
The Society for the Encouragement 
of the use of 
Lager Beer in Moderation, 

For thirty days no charge will be made for 
Lager Beer in this establishment 
during the hours named below. 

Fresh, cool, sparkling Lager Beer 
always on hand! 
Step in and try it. 
P'itehers, tomato cans, etc., barred! 

The “hours named below’’ are designated 
on a piece of brown paper as from I a. m. to 
3p.m. This free beer saloon was opened on 
Thursday. At first passers-by stared at the 
sign and passed on.Then some, more curious, 
went in. They found first a neat cigar stand, 
well stocked, then along and handsome bar, 
as gorgeous as well oiled-black walnut, nic&- 
el-plated ornaments, huge mirrors and py- 
ramids of delicate cut glasses of many shapes 
could make it. White-jacketed bartenders 
stood behind the bar ready to serve custom- 
ers Who preferred to pay for their drinks. 
Having run the gauntlet of the cigars and the 
bar, the searcher after free beer found, in the 
extreme rear ofthe saloon, the beer counter 
where the eleemosynary lager was served. A 
row of kegs was behind the counter, and nim- 
ble-handed emploves stood ready to supply 
the impecunious customer. Above the coun- 
ter Was this suggestive legend: 

No Pay Refused. 


The suggestion was apparently not particu- 
larly effective. As the day went by the beer 
counter was well patronized. Thirty-nine 
kegs of beer were given away. On Friday 
there were over thirty thus emptied. So on 
Saturday, when the number given away was 
thirty-five. Thekegs cost $4each. But tae 
proprietor laughed and said that it was all 
right. He knew what he was about. He gave 
away good beer, and Knew that be should get 
his money back. The main difticulty he ex- 
perienced wasin keeping the old rounders 
and free lunch fiendsaway. These impecu- 
nious gentry haunted the beer fountain with a 
persistency that showed how highly they ap- 
preeisted their privileges. Even the Ne 
water fountain at the Post-office was not bet- 
ter patronized. But the class of customers 
was different. The policemanin front of the 
saloon grumbled. Ile was kept busy clearing 
the sidewalk, so that pedestrians not 
after beer could pass. This new ad- 
veitisipg scheme worked very well until 
Saturday, when there arose a little cloud 
of trouble in the clear sky of the beer-giver’s 
prosperity. Ic was rumored that a certain 
brewer bore all the expense of this free lager, 
and was supplying the spa“ for the purpose 
of introducing bis particular and, as he claims, 
superior brewing. Now, this, if true, was in 
direct violation of a certain ciause in the arti- 
cles of the Brewers’ Association, which forbids 
the giving away of lager in sucha manner. 
The brewer received letters from members of 
the association urging bim to cease that sort 
of aavertising at once. An appeal tothe 
saloon-keeper caused himto open his eyes 
in astonisbment. He said that he had bought 
the beer at the regular pre laid down by the 
association, and supposed that he bad a right 
to do as he pleased with his own. He further 
argued that he was doing the brewers a 
benefit and not an injury, for he was using 
his feeble efforts to prevent the advocates of 
water drinking, who are attempting to intrude 
on the principles of legalized business, from 
running down the beer trade in the very high 
neon of its success. He intimated that he 
should continue to give away lager until the 
expiration of the thirty days.

A RAT STORY. 


Hundred of the Pests Slaughter- 
** ed at One Time.

enty years or so ago Herman Minnich 
ae a brewery along French Creek, in this 
place. A storage vault or tunnel belongin 
to the brewery was excavate 
in the side of the hill nearly 
200 feet in length. There was a great 
“flood inthe creek in 1865, and the water 
threatened to fill the vault. A large quantity 
of beer was stored there at the time. In at- 
tempting to save the beer from being carried 
away Brewer Minnich wrs drowned. Philip 
Grossman now keeps a saloon near the vault, 
which he uses to store cheese, bologna and 
beer in. The vault for some time has been 
overrun with rats of an enormous size. They 
frequent the tunnel in such numbers and are 
so bold and aggressive that Grossman has long 
found it necessary to take some one with him 
to fightthe rats away while he takes out 
cheese or beer. The cheese is kept covered 
with tin cases through which the rats cannst 
gnaw. 

Among Grossman’s children are two boys— 
Philly, 13, and Eddie, 8 years old. They are 
both exuemely fond of Swiss cheese. A few 
days ago they determined to make a raid on 
the stores of their favorite cheese in the old 
prewery vault. They knew it would be neces- 
sary to fight an army of rats in order to secure 
the prize they coveted, but that did not deter 
them. Philly armed himself with a heavy 
piece of hoop iron, and the two boys entered 
the vault, the youngest one carrying a lantern. 
They bad gone a few feet only when the rats 
began to dispute their passage. Rats scamp- 
ered about them onevery side, and it was 
with difficulty that Philly kept them off of 
himeelf and brother by active wielding of his 
piece of iron. Some of the rats were of enor- 
mous size, and the army kept the boys en- 
tirely surrounded, moving along toward the 
further end of the tunnel with them, and 
keeping up a loud and fierce outcry as they 
marcbed. Several times one of the rats, more 
bola than his eompanicns, would jump sav- 
agely at one or the other of the boys; but 
these invariably met death or were disabled 
by blows from Philly's iron. The younger 
boy wanted to go buck after arat had leaped 
up and caught him by the sleeve with its 
teeth; but his brother quieted his fears, and 
told him tne rats were enly playing. 

By the time the boys reached the end of the 
tunnel, where the cheese was kept, the rats 
had gathered by hundreds around the chil- 
dren, covering the cheese boxes and running 
over the boys in spite of the efforts of the 
elder tokeep them off. Philly took off his 
coat and wrapped it around his littie brotber, 
to protect him from the rats, and taen pro- 
ceeded to uncover a cheese. The rats piled 
upon him and all about him, as though frantic 
with the prospect of getting possession of the 
cheese themselves. Philly beat about him 
right and left, but finding it impossible to 
drive the rats away, so that he could get a 
box raised, he told his little brother to go 
back and tell his father to come into the vault 
as soon as possible. The little fellow has- 
tened out, leaving Philly alone in the dark, 
battling with the rats, which were gradually 
getting the better of him. He placed his back 
against one side of the tunnel, and wielded 
his weapon continually, killing or disabling a 
rat at almost every blow. 

Wben the younger chiid carried the news 
to his father that Philly was inthe vault sur- 
rounded by the rats, Grossman and two neigh- 
bors armed themselves with clubs and hur- 
ried tothe rescue of the bov. The army of 
rats seemed to number thousands when they 
reacbed the scene. The men joined in the 
contest, but so numerous and persistent were 
the rats that they were more than an hour in 
conquering them. Dead rats lay piled on 
every side, and their sumber was so greatly 
reduced that the survivors were finally driven 
to their holes. Eight hundred and nineteen 
dead rats were carried from the vault. One 
of them weighed over eight pounds. The 
carcasses filled a two-horse box wagon, and 
were a good load fora team to draw away. 
the combined weight of the rats Was over a 
ol.

A shapeiless heap muffled in blankets lay on 
acotin the souto gallery of Clarendon Hall 
vestetday afternoon: From a little distance 
afew gray hairs standing stilily out were all 
that showed that anything except blankets 
was onthe cot. Presently the heap moved 
uneasily, and a face appeared at one end of 
the bed—a face in which there was something 
intent, fierce and wolfish as the man suddenly 
awakened and feebly raised himself on his 
arm.

skirt, and the handkerchief dresses, requirea 
practiced and cultivated eye, to save the un- 
conscious wearer the mortification of being 
sneered at and caricatured. Women are gen- 
erally unerring in their instincts; if they feel 
a dim consciousness of being unable to make 


what they see and which seems to be so simple 


and yet are limited in means, they must either 
give up following difficult fashions or econo- 
mize in something else and give the work toa 
competent dressmaker; as well mightalands- 
man undertake to rig a ship, or a house paiat- 
er try to imitate a Meissonier or Greuze. Ina 
few minutes a milliner or dressmaker can 
— a flower, a feather or a cluster of rib- 

ons and the result is a work of urt which the 
amateur may sigh in vain to copy. 

The tashionable handkerchief dresses re- 
quire gre at skill and iugenuity to adapt each 
plaid and border properly, especially on the 
basque, which, made by an amateur, presents 
a lively idea of the streets of Boston with an 
occasional dash intothe suburbs. Fashion 
forbids the employment any longer of the 
gaudy banda naſcolors in these dresses; there 
is chosen instead black silk covered with fine 
chene dashes of white, with white and black 
borders of broken plaid; delicate chestnut 
brown with borders of salmon-pink or with 
biue out-lined with water greens; very dark 
blue spotted and bordered with cream color 
and cross-barred with a lighter blue. Some 
pretty gingham handkerchief dresses have 
combinations of cream color, strawberry red 
and pale dashes of blue; cream color and 
dark wine color are favorite adaptations. 

Black grenadines lose their sombre and 
heated look by a revival ofa put-away fash- 
ion which lines the basques or polonaise with 
some bright color.

Red still regains 
relentlessly in Paris and infects the fashions 
to a less degree over here. Some dresses have 
been ordered for summer resorts made of 
Turkey red cotton and dark blue percale.On the 
seashore the wearers are taken for flamingoes, 
with flaming searlet umbrellas. The sense of 
discomfiture is neutralized by the other deli- 
cious extreme—the prevaience of white this 
season. White and cream color have never 
been more fashionable; heliotrope must not 
be forgotten. All beavy unbecoming white 
materials are entirely obsolete. The white 
toilets are made of the delicate creamy 
white nuns’ velling, armure cloth, 
dotted muslin and soft Chinese silks and 
pongees. Loung ladies look charmingly in 
white dresses of armure cloth, or the thinner 
cheese cloth, a creamy and cool cotton bunt- 
ing, made in short princess form ia lining, 
covered with a deep princess basque draped 
away from the front, which is trimmed to the 
knee with parrow gathered flounces, and 
crossed at the back to one side, which is trim- 
med with a cascade of lace; the edges of the 
basque in front are also trimmed witb lace set 
on full at each side, forming a double cascade; 
the shirred sleeves shortemed frem the waist 
are also edged with lace. At the corsage such 
wild flowers as the ox-eyed daisies, golden 
rod, wild roses and feathery grasses are worn, 
instead of the exotics of the conservatory, and 
made by the skillful artificer so perfectly as to 
astonish nature herself.

A Frontier Bank Cashier. 
[Leadville Special to Chicago Times. 

On Saturday afternoon it became generally 
known about the city that the Bank of Color- 
ace had suspended payment. The bank was 
not a strong institution and cut little or no 
figure in the financial affairs of the city. Its 
failure would probably have attracted no par- 
ticular attention had it not been for the de- 
falcation of the cashier. The bank started 
about a month ago, with a nominal capi- 
tal of $50,000, though those familiar with the 
members of the compaay were convinced that 
its actual capital was little more than the value 
of the office furniture. Hon. W. A. Love- 
land was induced to take a small amount of 
stock, but he wasthe only man of meansin 
the concern. A few davs since the bank sold 
a man a draft for $980 on a Denver bank. In 
due time the draft came back marked No 
funds.“ It wasgt once placed in the hands of 
an attorney for collection, and on 
inquiry being made for the cashier, E. 
Thornton Lane, it was found that he had not 
been seen for several days. An examination 
of his accounts showed that the momey taken 
inon deposit prior to his departure last 
Tuesday had dissapeared with him, aud 
judging from the incident of the draft men- 
tioned above it is supposed he has sold a num-: 
ber of drafts on Eastern banks and appro- 
priated the money to his ownuse. The 
exact loss ofthe bauk can not nowbe as- 
eertained, but it cannot be large, as the line 
of deposits was verv limited, the concern not 
having gained public contidence. It is supe 
posed that the theft from depositors will not 
be more than $5,000. Wbat has become of 


|} purchases of drafts can not, of course, be 


learned until the drafts are returned. The 
officers of the bank assert that they will pay 
all demands upon the bank, but - decline 
to say anything about the extent of their 
loss. E. Thornton Lane, the absconding 
cashier, came here a few months ago, rep- 
resenting himself as aman of capital. He 
succeeded in getting some interest on cheek, 
but bis career was cut short very soon by 
disposing of an interes‘ ina mine to which 
be had notitle. This was made public at the 
time, and the fact that he became cashier of 
the new bank had much to do with the weak- 
ness of the institution.

Mr. Casilear, Superintendent of Eagray- 
jug in tke Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing at Washington, has stated that a new 
design for National bank notes ought to be 
adopted. Counterfeits are now extant 


on nearly all the leading banks of the coun- 


is one of the most 
experienced and successful counterfeit 
detectors in the country and it is a 
very significant commentary upon the 
skill of the coniackers that the 
Government shofd own the excellence 
of the coney in this way. If counter- 
feit money can be made so closely resemb- 
ling the genuine that the only remedy is 
new plates, then new plates will not be a 
remedy at all. They will only entail addi- 
tional expense and trouble on the coney 
men, who are already a very ill-used and 
put-upon class of the community, and at 
the same time they will offer no further 
guarantee than a temporary one of the 
value of the bank notes. Counterfeiting has 
become a fine art and its devotees can 
match and overmatch the Government in 
skill. There are sailto be worthless $5 
bills of the National banks now in circula- 
tion which can only be distinguished from 
the genuine by their superior elegance and 
tinish. It was only the other day that the 
Revere Bank, of Boston, sharply criticised 
the Government for its assertion that cer- 
tain $100 bills of their’s were bad, and in- 
sisted on paying the same. Aud so it 
goes on. No one but the coney men them- 
selves are sure of the worth or worthless- 
ness of an important part of tne circulating 
medium. The paper upon which the notes 
are printed was declared a miracle of me- 
chanical skill. Silk fibre has been cut into 
the pulp and a peculiar process used in the 
manufacture and, just as the bureau be— 
gan to congratulate itself upon the result, 
their confidence was shaken and their feel- 
ings hurt by the discovery that Tom Bal- 
lanl had gotten up a better grade 
of the same paper. Tom was 
shut up in Sing Sing for safe keeping and 
he has offered the Government a receipt 
for a safe paper if they will give him a free 
pardon, Evidently something will have to 
be done. The lathe work upon which our 
leading reliance was piaced is no longer a 
safeguard, mechanical execution and pa- 
per are delusive and untrustworthy guides, 
and nothing remains but an exercise of in- 
genuity on the part of the bank-note mak- 
ing Bureau in their next experiment.

A BANKRUPT BARON. 

A dispatch from London the other day 
anhounced that the Master of the Rolls had 
given a judgment against Baron“ Albert 
Grant in favor of the Emma Silver Mining 
Company for $600,000, that sum being the 
amount that Grant made as promoter of 
the swindle in Great Britain. Fifteen years 
ago Grant bloomed out as the most daring 
speculator in Europe. He was the great 
manipulator of railroad, mining and other 
stocks. During his active career he in- 
duced the British people to invest between 
$200,000,000 and $250,000,000 in securities 
which are now, for the most part, almost 
worthless to the holders. In 1876 he began 
to appear in the English courts as a de- 
fendant charged with sharp practices. The 
Emma Mine Company was one of his chief 
persecutors. He was compelled to sell the 
greater part of his valuable property, and 
in 1879 he entered a petition in bank- 
ruptcy. His liabilities then Were $3,409,- 
965. When the owners of the Emma Mine 
went to England in 1871 to place stock on 
the market, the aid of “the Baron“ was 
sought. A contract was made with the 


firm of Grant & Co., under which they 
were to receive, for promoting the compa- 
ny, about $500,000 on the sale of the first 
half of the stock, and one-half of the 
profits realized on the sale of the second 
half retained by the venders. The capital 
of the company was fixed at $5,000,000— 
one-half the stock being offered to the 
public at par in $100 shares. About 83, 
750,000 changed hands in England during 
the transactions in the stock of the com- 
pany, and much of the amount remained, 
it is said, in the hands of Mr. Grant. 
Trenor W. Park and Senator William M. 
Stewart went to London to sell the mine, 
and, before making their contract wita 
Grant & Co., they induced Gen. Schenck, 
then United States Minister to England, to 
become astockholder. The promoters of 
the company prospered until early in 1876, 
when the stock had fallen to 25 shillings a 
share because of continued adverse re- 
ports, and Mr. Grant was threatened with 
suits and Gen. Schenck was led to resign 
his position as Minister. The present 
judgment against ‘‘the Baron“ is not to be 
affected by bankruptcy proceedings against 
Grant, inasmuch as his making a profit as 
promoter of the company was a breach of 


trust. 


In a few days the sneeze of the hay-fever 
patient will be heard in the land and a lot of 
unfortunate people who are unable to climb 
upon the mountains or penetrate to high 
northern latitudes will be going about 
with inflamed noses and streaming eyes, 
objects of pity to all mankind. On the 
15th inst. the annual convention of the 
Hay-Fever Association will be held in the 
White Mountains and Mr. Beecher, who is 
apillar in the fashionable organization, 
will be in his glory. The members of this 
association, being persons of means, are 
able to escape punishment, but the impecu- 
nious victim is now bracing himself for a 


wrestle with his periodical enemy and 


spending bis spare time in anavhematizing 
medical science, which has failed utterly to 
either determine the character or provide 
an antidote for this most devilish and dis- 
gusting of human afflictions. Thus far the 
only thing agreed upon by the scientists is 
that this autumnal catarrh is provoked by 
a pollen from some species of plant which 
floats invisibly in the air. People who 
are provided with particularly sensitive 
membranes only are afflicted. It is not 
known to the inhabitants of extreme- 
ly hot or extremely cold climates 
and never troubles those who go down to 
the sea in ships, ride in balloons er repose 
on the mountain tops. Incessant sneezing and 
coryza are the only prominent symptons of 
the malady. Helmholtz found vibriones in 
the nasal mucus of those affiicted with the 
fever and has recommended the topical 
employment of quinine, which seems to de- 
stroy vibriones. Wemayremark that vi- 
briones are of a family of minute organisms 
found in various infusions, in the purulent 
matter of tumors and even in the tartar of 
teeth. They are not understood and it is 
not known whether they are animal or 
vegetable. A standing reward is offered, 
we believe, for a cure or a palliative for 
hay-fever, but Science, asin the presence 
of yellow fever, lays down the microscope 
and sighs. 


For a newspaper to charge that Senator 
Thurman is ‘‘owned by the railroads”’ and, 
that he has stood in the way of the Gov- 
ernment in its efforts to bring the Pacific 
Railroad Companies to settlement either 
betrays gross ignorance or unexampled 
malignancy. Senator Thurman was the 
first man in Congress to take the Pacific 
Railway magnates earnestly by the 
throat. His bill forcing them 
to provide a sinking fund to 
meet their indebtedness to the Government 
was resisted by them with all the power 
at their command. In spite of their oppo- 
sition Thurmam carried his measure 
through and saved the country millions of 
dollars. After he was defeated in his can- 
vass for re-election to the Senate last year 
Mr. Huntington boasted in Washington 
that it was the money of the Pacific Rail- 
ways that laid him out. Thurman’s entire 
career in the Senate has been marked by 
opposition to the railroad monopolists. It 
would seem that even foolsand children 
ought to know this, so conspicuous has 
been his record.

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Across the Atlantic. 
{From the New \ork Herald. 


A dispatch just received from the Herald 
eorrespondent at the Scilly Islands reports 
that the dory Little Western, with the two 
adventurous mariners forming her crew, 
passed there at a quarter to eleven o’clock 
this morning. The expedition of the Little 
Western, now virtually accomplished, is one 
of tbe most remarkable voyages of modern 
times. She is the smallest craft that ever at- 
tempted to cross the Atlantic. Her trip 
proves thatit is not alone the large steam- 
ships and sailing vesseis that dare brave the 
dangers of midocean. The Little Western, 
mauned by George P. Thomas and Frederick 
Norman, sailed from Gloucester, Mass., the 

hot June. She was first spoken on June 

in latitude 44, longitude 47, by the British 
steamer Bulgarian. he captain offered to 
take the two men off, but they declived. 

The Little Western was next spoken on July 
10, by the Bremen steamer Neckar. The chief 
officer of the Neckar, inspeaking of the inci- 
dent, said: **‘We met the Little Western 
right siap in midocean. It was onthe after- 
noon of July 10, shortly after noon, that we 
ftighted a tiny speck on the horizon. It was a 
bright, clear day, buta stiff breeze had started 
the sea in a lively style, so that even the Nec- 
kar heaved about like a sick porpoise. You 
can imagine how difficult it was to get, 
through our telescopes, a glimpse of the little 
black atom which dunced in the distance. At 
first it was thought that some vessel had run 
into an iceberg and left her crew afloat. The 
captain ordered the lifeboats ready to pick up 
the wrecked men, and all the passengers 
crowded to the rail, eager to see what 
tbevy anticipated would be a dozen or 
more starving sailors. In a few min- 
utes the dark spot provedto be a white one, 
and then we made out a small boat, with 
main, sail and jib set, scudding along at a 
spanking rate. As we approached the tiny 
eraft the crew and passengers were thunder- 
struck. It was the strangest sightI ever saw. 
Just think of running across a vessel no big- 
ger than one of our lifeboats steering on her 
course as though merely cruisingin New York 
Harbor. ‘When we got nesr enough I saw 
two men cn board. The boat was a large dory, 
decked over trimly, and they were seated in 
the hatchway, not seeming to have noticed 
our presence. When the captain yeiled 
out to them the two voyagers looked 
up in apparent surprise, and one of 
them cried out, ‘Look out there: in an- 
other minute weill rum you down!’ This 
raised a laugh among the passengers, who 
gave three cheers forthe two men, who an- 
swered the usual nautical inquiries, ‘Ibis is 
theship Little Western, sailed from ast 
Gloucester, Mass., on June 10. We are bound 
for England, and don’t you forget it.“ The 
‘trangers’ faces were weather-beaten and 
bronzed, but they seamed quite happy. Thev 
suid that the voyage was a pless nt one and 
their bost was storm-proof. Before we left 
them-tke occupants of the dory refused to 
take any provisions, saying that they were 
well stocked. As the two vessels kept to- 
gether the difference in size, added to the in- 
dependent demeanor ofthe men, made the 
scene humorous.’’

At 
present Russia imports a very large quantity 
of foreign wine, because the wine produced 
in the country and mainly in the Crimea is so 
poor in «quality as to be inferior to the cheap- 
est of imported wines. This inferiority, it is 
asserted, is not owing te any inferiority in 
the vines themselves, but solely to the fact 
that in the Crimea and in the Southern Cau- 
casus they are cultivated in an ignorant man- 
ner, andthe principles of wine-making are 
not understood, while, of course, no modern 
appliances are employed.

Quite a number of counterfeit $100 bills no 
eastern national banks are in circulation, 
and the secret service men are moving heaven 
and earth to find out where and by whom 


these bilis are issued. It is 
known tbat the bank notes printed 


by the government for all the banks in one 


uistrict ey are exactly alike lu 
the name of the bank and 
the Stute Which issues the bills. 


This $100 bill which is now breaking the hear’s 
cl the detectives is a finely executed one, auu 
has already been printed with tae names 
of the Revere Bank of Boston, 


the Merebants’ Bank of the same city. and 
the Paulaing Bank, of New Jersey, upon its 
face. The plates upon which these notes are 
printed are interchangeable, and the counter- 
teit will continually appear against 
new banks. No one knows 
bow wuch of the coney is in the country, but 
the men who are pushiog it are the shrewdest 
and boldest operators in the country, and as 
the banks themselves are unable to tell their 
genuine notes from the counterfeit, it follows 
the ecniackers run very little chance of detee- 
tion.

Ah Lee Robs a Cincinnatian of $50 on 
the I. and St. L. Passenger Train. 


Karly this morning Chief Renshaw, of East 
St. Louis, received a telegram to arrest a 
Chinaman on the Indianapolis and St. Lonis 
passenger train due at7:40. The telegram 
stated that the celestial was sus- 
pected of robbing a man of 950 
during the night.

HURD’S HEAD. 


How It Rolled on a Railroad Track and 
Told Trainmen of His Death. 


About 4:40 this morning Edward H. Hurd, 
foremen of the switchmen in the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad yard, had his head severed 
from his body by an engine and three freight 
cars passing over his neck and shoulders. 
His death was caused by his own impatience 
and nervousness. At 4 o’clock he took 
charge of switch-engine No. 148, which 


went down to the levee and started toward 
the Union Depot with nine loaded lumber 
ears. As it was passing Ninth street, the 
engineer, Frank Drayer, saw three cars on a 
track in front, and in response to signals, he 
stopped. Hurd, who had been on top of the 
cars, now seated himself on the little plat- 
form at the head of the engine. He remained 
in that position while the engineer turned 
the throttle-valve to steam up to where 
the three cars were standing and there await 
their moving. All switeh- engines move slow- 
ly and this particular one was moving at a 
very moderate rate of speed. estimated 
by the engineer at four miles per hour. When 
close to the cars, or 150 feet east of the 
Twelfth street bridge, Hurd arose from his 
seat. apparentiv impatient at the „ of 
another switch-engine which should have 
been made to move the obstructing cars. 
Those who saw him tbink he intended to have 
them moved out of the way. He stepped 
directly in front of the engine, between the 
rails, on a rough bed 1 * and dirt belew 
the level of the ties. e must have slipped 
and fallen at the time, but the evidence is not 
positive on this — for the engine was just 
outside the smoke-arch, which prevented the 
occupants of the train from seelog 
Hurd after he had taken this step. 
He made no outcry, and, all unconscious of 
the tragedy being enacted, the engineer drove 
over the body. eengine and three heavy 
freight cars passed over the body, crushed the 
neck and shoulders, and mutilated the head 
almost beyond recognition. 

The firemen saw a hat. It was Hurd's. 
“Hold on, Frank! I believe we have cut 
that man’s head off,“ he cried. The lever 
was reversed, the cars stopped; Drayer and 
the fireman repaired towara the hat, which 
approximately indicated the presence of the 
dead man. A human bead, all gory with 
blood, the eyes staring blankly, the tongue 
lolling black and froth-covered, rolled dowa 
from & cross-tie as the men advanced. A few
